Licensing:         To  carry  out  provisions  of  Statutory  Lav/  and  Rules 
and  to  see  that  all  applicants  and  licensees  meet 
standards  of  professional  competence  in  the  Optometry 
field. 

Regulation :        To  be  vigilant  in  requiring  that  all  licensees  meet 
requirements  of  law  and  rules  in  their  practice.
